Sir: 

A Notice of Abandonment regarding the above-captioned application was 
sent out on October 19. 2004 for failure to reply to a Notice to File Missing Parts dated 
1/23/04. However. Applicants did timely and sufficiently reply to this notice and 
consequently there is no abandonment in facL Therefore, Applicants respectfully 
request the Commissioner to withdraw the holding of abandonment for the subject 
application pursuant to MPEP § 71 1 .03. 

The Notice has alleged that the above-identified application Is abandoned 
for failure to timely or properly reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts (Notice) mailed 
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on January 22, 2004. However, Applicants respectfully submit evidence showing that 
Applicants timely filed a Letter to Official Draftsman Submission of Acceptable Drawings 
on October 29, 2003, thereby satisfying the replacement drawing requirement that 
accompanied the first Notice to File Missing Parts dated October 7, 2003. 

(1) Exhibit 1 shows the USPTO's Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application dated October?. 2004. This notice includes a requirement 
to file replacement drawings in compliance with 37 CFR §1.84 and 37 CFR §1.121. 

(2) Exhibit 2 shows that Applicants filed a Letter to Official Draftsman 
Submission of Acceptable Drawings on October 29, 2003. Exhibit 2 also includes a 
copy of the retumed postal receipt bearing the USPTO's OIPE stamp dated November 
3, 2003. indicating that the USPTO received and pnacessed these drawings. 

(3) Exhibit 3 shows the USPTO's Second Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application dated January 23, 2004 indicating that Applicants properly 
fulfilled the signed oath/declaration requirement set forth in the first Notice to File 
Missing Parts, but that replacement drawings In compliance with 37 CFR §1 .84 and 37 
CFR §1.121 were still required; 

(4) Exhibit 4 shows the USPTO's Withdrawal of the Notice mailed January
